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Sept. 29 is opening date 
for Senior Citizen Center 



The new Antioch Senior Citizen Center is 
1 slated to be in operation as of Monday, Sept: 
29. 

"We'll probably have a ribbon cutting 
ceremony for the opening," says Mayor 
Michael Haley. 

Many of the area's seniors are anxiously 
awaiting the center's opening. One of them is 
Esther Aiani, assistant state director of the 
American Association of Retired Persons 
and an appointed officer of AARP, the 
nation's largest organization dedicated to 
helping older Americans achieve in- 
dependence, dignity and purpose in 
retirement life. 

Esther was out looking over the building 
last week and expressed the anxiousness 
with which its opening was being awaited by 
tier's and other senior organizations. 

While expressing her appreciation for the 
center, Esther also gave vent to her doubts 
as to the suitability of the center's size. 

"It's fine now, but we have so many 
seniors in the area, I hope we don* t outgrow it 
too quickly," she said. 

She mentioned that several smaller and 
less affluent communitites in the area have 
had larger senior centers for some time and 



said that she was really happy that Antioch 
had finally gotten a center of some kind. 

The main area of the center that remains 
unfinished, and will do so for an un- 
determined time, even after the center opens 
on Sept. 29, is the landscaping between the 
street and the entrance and the blacktopping 
of the driveway, parking lot and the possible 
surfacing of the area connecting with the 
United Methodist Church. 

At present the mayor says that the seniors 
are expected to use the graveled driveway 
off of Depot St. by the Sawmill. 

"Right now we don't have the money to 
complete the blacktopping around the center 
and specific plans for it have not been 
decided upon," says Haley. 

"We are seeking funding, which at this 
point is not in sight but those things can 
change monthly," Haley continues. 

The board is still in discussion with the 
United Methodist Church whose driveway is 
adjacent to the north end of the building 
about connection to the driveway, giving ac- 
cess of Rte. 83, with no decision as to whether 
the church will even entertain the idea. 

"We hope to have the completion funds 
within the next fiscal year," Haley says.

One of "the reasons 
for this high death rate is 
that oral cancer victims do 
not recognise the need to 
see their dentist or 
physician until It becomes 
too late for treatment to be 
successful. Yet ironically, 
mouth cancer Is one of the 
few varieties that can, be 
easily recognised by a 
visual diagnosis in its early 
stages.
